At 8:51 p.m., Sherry 
Chapman, age 33, of 
Brundidge, Ala., and 
Brandy Wharton, age 34, of 
Vernon, Ala., were booked 
into the county jail. They 
too had been arrested on 
the charges of possession of 
a controlled substance, and 
misdemeanor possession of

On Thursday, June 8, 
Tomas Arias Jr., appeared 
in the Circuit Court of 
Coffee County, Enterprise 
Division, for jury selection 
on a 14-count indictment 
of numerous sex offenses, 
to include sodomy — first 
degree - of a child less than 
12 years of age. 

Arias is a former Enter- 
prise Police Officer and 
was terminated from his 
position following these 
allegations being brought 
to light. 

The victims of the 
crimes were Arias’ own 
children. Following the 
jury selection, Arias en- 
tered into a plea agreement 
with the State of Alabama 
wherein he would plead 
guilty to all charges against 
him and receive a 35-year 
sentence to be executed in 
the Alabama Department 
of Corrections. Under Ala- 
bama law, due to the nature 
of the crimes for which he 
has now pleaded guilty, 
Arias will serve his 35- 
year sentence day-for-day. 
He will not be eligible for 
parole or early release. 

The state was represent- 
ed by Assistant District At- 
torney Jeremy Mitchell. 

“T hate that we had vic- 
tims in this case, and I hate 
that they were the defen- 
dant’s daughters,” Mitch- 
ell said. “However, lam so

In another ‘warn- 
ing’ we read the advice that if mailing any kind of check, to 
anyone, drop it in a secure drop box only accessible by postal 
workers. The con artists are working overtime to steal your 
money!

Coffee County Commissioners vote to 
adopt new driveway installation policy 


Coffee County 
Commissioners voted 
Monday morning, June 12, 
during their regular meet- 
ing to implement a new 
driveway installation policy 
for the county’s highway 
department. 

County engineer Marty 
Lentz said this is something 
the county had been work- 
ing on for.some time now. 
Under the current policy, 
he said the property owner 
would pay for the driveway 
pipe and then county forces 
would install the driveway. 
He said the pipe could be 
purchased from the county 
or a private business, but 
the installation work was 
done by the county. 

During the past fiscal 
year, he said the county 
installed 166 driveways. 

“When the sun is shining, 
we are probably putting ina 
driveway,” Lentz said. 

Due to increased’ igen 
tion in the County, he said 
the demand for driveways 
had increased drastically. 
Already this fiscal year 
[since Oct. 1], Lentz said 
the county had installed 87 
driveways. 

Looking at cost assess- 
ment, those 87 driveways 
cost $51,065 for pipe [paid 
by the property owner] 


while Lentz said the cost 
of labor, equipment, and 
other materials used by the 
county cost approximately 
$118,485 [subsidized cost 
to the county]. 

Under the proposed new 
driveway installation policy, 
Lentz said the cost of instal- 
lation would be assessed 
to the property owner at a 
rate of $60 per linear foot. 
He said the property owner 
would still be required to 
get approval from the coun- 
ty on location/size of the 
driveway. 

However, under the new 
policy, the property owner 
would be given the option of 
either hiring the county for 
installation [at the $60/lin- 
ear foot rate], or the county 
would issue a permit to the 
property owner allowing for 
a private contractor to be 
hired — the contractor would 
be required to be licensed 
and bonded to do the proper 
installation work. 

Lentz said he feels the 
new policy would be ben- 
eficial to the county as it 
would relieve county forces” 
in the amount of time spent 
installing driveways, but it 
would still ensure quality 
work if a private contractor 
is hired. He recommended 
approving the new policy,

Similarly, some may want to be 
surrounded by friends, never to be left alone, while others may crave 
solitude. Again, both approaches are reasonable and natural. 
One caveat to this: There's no “right way” of dealing with grief, but it’s!

Take care of yourself, and channel your heartache through

I invite you to read Matthew 9:9-13, 


and then read the article below. 


The Apple television show Ted Lasso, has seemingly 
become a cultural phenomenon over its three season run. 
Many chalk this up to the titular character Ted Lasso, a 
football coach out of Kansas who is hired by an English 
soccer club to help turn the club around. Of course, this is 
all a ruse, the owner of the club wants Ted to fail. Yet, over. 
time she, and really all who encounter Ted, comes to love 
him and want him to succeed. Many have speculated why 
we the audience and those in Ted’s live come to love him so 
is his unflinching optimism and positivity. Seemingly, Ted 
makes everyone of his enemies, from a club owner who 
wants him to fail to a sports reporter who thinks he never 
should have been hired, into people who love him. Yet, 
anyone who watches the show knows, Ted is not always 
optimistic and positive. He suffers from depression, a 
failing marriage, a fledgling coaching career, and strained 
relationship with his mother. So, why is he so beloved? It 
did not dawn on me until one of the last episodes of the 
show when his assistant coach and longtime friend tells

another character who has betrayed Ted how they initially 


met. Ted and he played football together, but were on the 
bench mostly. They worked out together and formed a 
friendship that faded after school. Ted went into coaching 
and his friend went to prison. When he got out of prison, 
the only person who would give him a second chance was 
Ted. He moved into his house, ate his food, and stole his 
car. When the police caught him, Ted explained that he had 
leant his car and it wasn’t stolen, took his friend back, and 
even helped him get a job. 

The secret to why those around Ted Lasso love him 
so much is because of how he shows mercy. Mercy is 
forgiveness shown toward another who deserves to be 
punished. In Matthew’s Gospel, he shares with us how 
he first encountered Jesus. Matthew was at work as a tax 
collector, astoundingly an even more despised profession 
than we may even imagine. Tax collectors like Matthew 
work for the foreign, occupying Roman Empire; they 
were traitors who fleeced their own people and families. 
Yet, Jesus calls Matthew to be one of his disciples. He 
even goes to Matthew’s house and eats a meal with him. 
Religious authorities are shocked that Jesus would do such 
a thing. They are astounded that Jesus would share a meal 
with such terrible people. Yet, how does Jesus respond? 
He quotes Hosea 6 back to them that what God desires is 


mercy and not sacrifice. 


We are taught in our world that mercy is for the weak. If 
you were to ask people to finish the phrase “show no...,” 
they would respond with “mercy.” Yet, though we are 
afraid to show mercy, we know that we each are in des- 
perate need of it. It is hard to show mercy, because by its 
definition those being shown mercy do not deserve it. We 
wish we could be more merciful. We yearn to show mercy 
and to be shown mercy. Sometimes we’d rather sacrifice 
our time, our talent, our treasure, but to actually show 
mercy to those in our lives who’ve wronged us is much 
farther than we would be willing to go. Yet, God desires 


mercy over sacrifice.

Everlasting Possession 

In 1831, Joseph Smith 
and his followers moved 
West to establish a com- 
munal society. They tried 
settling in various places, 
but strife seemed to fol- 
low them everywhere they 
went, often prompted by 
their nonbiblical doctrine. 

The Mormons, as they came 
to be called, eventually 
began a colony in Nauvoo, 
Illinois. Smith was jailed in 
1844 in nearby Carthage on 
a charge of riot (the charge 
was upgraded to treason). 
While incarcerated, he was 
killed by mob action on 
July 27, 1844. 

Brigham Young succeeded 
Smith as leader. Young 
sought a promised land 
where his people would 
be free from the kind of 
strife that had dogged them. 
When in 1847 the travelers 
reached the valley of the 
Great Salt Lake in what 
is now Utah, Young said, 
“This is the place.” The 
rest, as they say, is history.

inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame have not 
been enshrined. This year a total of twelve former SEC 
players were included on the ballot from the list of 206 
players that were eligible. 

The first criteria is that a player be a first team All- 
American, which accounts for the 453 former players on 
the list. Another criteria is that the player has to be out 
of football for ten years and cannot be on a current NFL 
roster. Included among the SEC players left off this year’s 
ballot were Alabama’s Leroy Cook, Terrence Cody and 
Barrett Jones. 

There are a lot of former Alabama and Auburn players 
in the Hall of Fame, including the Tide’s- Dixie Howell, 
Don Huston, Harry Gilmer, Lee Roy Jordan, Cornelius 
Bennett, Derrick Thomas and Ozzie Newsome, while 
Tiger standouts in the Hall of Fame include Ed Dyas, 
Bo Jackson, Tucker Frederickson, Terry Beasley and Pat 
Sullivan, to name just a few. Among those that were eligible 
for this year’s ballot that didn’t make the list included 
Alabama’s Antonio Langham, Paul Crane, Ray Perkins, 
Shaun Alexander, Rolando McClain, David Palmer and 
Jeremiah Castille, while Auburn greats included Takeo 
Spikes, Buddy McClinton, Aundray Bruce, Karlos Dansby, 
Cam Newton and Carnell Williams. 

I know everyone can’t be in the Hall of Fame or it 
wouldn’t be an elite fraternity. However, in the years to 
come maybe all the SEC haters will take a step back and 
put a few more Tide and Tiger players in the hall.
